T he information that the Germ an army has broken through 


the British front west of St. Quentin is the biggest news which 


has come from the battle zone in France since the collapse of the 


German offensive at Verdun nearly two years ago. 


The British w ar office admits that the G erm ans are advanc­ 
ing in the St. Q uentin sector, saying that the British forces are 
falling back upon fortified positions which had previously been 
prepared. 
T he British are retiring in good order and the indications 
trom the official statem ent is that the retirement is for strategic 
reasons to save the lives of troops and the guns. 
Apparently the Germans have centered their heaviest a t­ 
tacks in the St. Q uentin sector, especial mention being made in 
the official report of the enormous num ber of men and guns con­ 
centrated there. 
The extent of the British retirem ent in the St. Querrtin 
sector is not indicated, but the ground in that district is flat and 
had previously been devastated by the Germ ans before their 
great retreat, which may mean that the British m ight fall back 
to a point they previously occupied at the beginning of 1917. 
T he Germans have used the usual strategy of striking at 
both ends of the 50 mile salient, which struck into their front b e­ 
tween the Scarpe river and the Oise river. 
T he army attacking the southern end of the salient was 
more successful than that attacking the northern end, for the 
British w ar office reports that the positions along the northern 
end of the front under attack have held firm, despite the tremen­ 
dous pressure exerted against them. 
If, as it is generally admitted now, the present drive on the 
western front is really the long heralded German offensive, a 
prolonged battle of bloody, proportions may be expected. 
The Germans have concentrated an unprecedented number 
of guns on the western front and the lulls of the infantry attacks 
are filled with bom bardm ents which shake the ground for scores 
of miles as though an earthquake was rocking it. 
Despite the fury of the German assaults and the retirement 
of the British forces the morale of England and France remains 
unshaken. 
The calmness and courage of England is reflected 
in the brave conduct of the British soldiers on the fighting line. 
All of the reports of the fighting emphasize the severity of 
the German losses. 
In the two days of the German offensive, it 
is estimated the Germ ans have lost more than 60,000 men, or 
three arm y corps. 
It was stated by a German military authority before the 
German drive started that Germany was prepared to lose 300,- 
000 men if a victory could be achieved on the w estern front, but 
according to the information received from the w estern front so 
lar the British line cannot be broken even at such a tremendous 
tost as this. 
The Germans are attacking at the point w here the British 
and French armies join. 
They are apparently driving westward 
in a straight line which makes it hard to tell what their decisive 
objective really is. 
Field Marshal H aig in his official report to the British war 
office adm itted that the Germans had penetrated the ceiensive 
system w est of St. Quentin. This does not mean, however, that 
the British front has been breached. 
T he British front consists 
of a series of fortified lines, one lying behind the other. 
The 
British front will not be broken until all of these are penetrated. 
So far the Germans have been able to get through one system of 
defensive positions at a single point.

The information that the German army has broken through 


the British front west of St. Quentin is the biggest news which 


has come from the battle zone in France since the collapse of the 


German offensive at Verdun nearly two years ago. 


The British war office admits that the Germans are advaric- 


•n<7 in the St. Quentin sector, saying that the British forces are 
falling back upon fortified positions which had previously been 
prepared. 


The British are retiring in good order and the indications 


from the official statement is that the retirement is for strategic 
reasons to save the lives of troops and the guns. 


Apparently the Germans have centered their heaviest at- 


tacks in the St. Quentin sector, especial mention being made in 
the official report of the enormous number of m<en and guns con- 
centrated there. 
. - 


The extent of the British retirement in the St. Quentin 


sector is not indicated, but the ground in that district is flat and 
had previously been devastated by the Germans before their 
oreat retreat, which may mean that the British might fall back 
to a point they previously occupied at the beginning of 1917. 


The Germans have used the usual strategy of striking at 


both ends of the 50 mile salient, \vbic-li struck into their front be- 
tween the Scarpe river and the Oise river. 


The army attacking the southern end of the salient was 


more successful than that attacking the northern end. for the 
British war office reports that the positions along the northern 
end of the front under attack have held firm, despite the tremen- 
dous pressure exerted against them. 


If, as it is generally admitted now, the present drive on the 


western front is really the long heralded German offensive, a 
prolonged battle of bloody, proportions may be expected. 


The Germans have concentrated an unprecedented number 


01 guns on the western iront and the lulls ot the infantry attacks 
are filled with bombardments which shake the ground for scores 


of miles as though an earthquake was rocking it. 


Despite the fury of the German assaults and the retirement 


of the British fprces the morale of England and France remains 
unshaken. The calmness and courage of England is reflected 
in the brave conduct of the British soldiers on the fighting line. 


All of the reports of the fighting emphasize the severity of i 


the German losses. In the two days of the German offensive, it 
is estimated the Germans have lost more than 60,000 men, or 
three army corps. 


It was- stated by a German military authority before the 


German drive started that Germany was prepared to lose 300,- 
000 men if "a victory could be achieved on the western front, but 
according to the information received from the western front so 


far the British line cannot be broken even at such a tremendous 


cost as this. 


The Germans are attacking at the point where the British 


and French armies join. They are apparently driving westward 
in a straight line which makes it hard to tell what their decisive 
abjective really is. 


Field Marshal Haig in his official report to the British war 


office admitted that the Germans had penetrated the celensive 
system west of St. Quentin. This does not mean, however, that 
the British front has been breached. The British front consists 


of a series of fortified lines, one lying behind the other.

British front will not be broken until all of these are penetrated.
